CLASS GOVERNMENT FLAUNTING THE LAW. 
NOT WANTED 


When the mayor of a New Jersey 
city openly defied the law and the 
mandate of a court of chancery and 
permitted a ball game on Sunday, he 
struck a harder blow at Americanism 
than any that have been struck by 
so-called reds. If officers, sworn to 
enforce the law, openly flaunt it, re- 
pudiate their oath of office and defy 
the courts, what can-be expected of 
ignorant foreigners who have come to 
our shores seeking a supposed free- 
dom? 

Whatever may be our opinion of 
Sunday baseball does not enter into 
the question. It is merely a ques- 
tion of whether the law is supreme 
or whether an official can refuse to 
obey a law of which he does not per- 
sonally approve. That is a question 
that confronts the American people at 
this time in regard to various laws and 
it must be faced and settled. There 
can be no escape. We must be a 
law abiding people or we will surely 
go down before the onsweep of bol- 
shevisn. We cannot enforce some 
laws and ignore others. That offi- 
cial, be he mayor, governor or presi- 
dent, who will evade his sworn duty 
to énforce the laws of the land and 
to uphold the constitution, is unwor- 
thy of anl position of trust or even of 
citizenship. We can never American- 
ize our immigrants if we permit laws 
to be volated at will.

Although Scnator Harding has 
given . assurance, not only by his 
speech of acceptance, but by his per- 
sonal record as an employer, that he 
is the friend of labor, yet he also has 
made it distinctly clear that he is not 
one of those unscrupulous politicians 
who would endeavor to promote his 
personal interest thfough appeal to 
class prejudice. In all his many 
years of employment of labor in his 
publishing establishment, Senator 
Harding has never had a labor diffi- 
culty. He has no warmer supporters 
than those in his employ. He has 
been a payer of good wages and a 
supporter of good working conditions. 
But in his speech of aceptanée, when 
he spoke of the relations of employer 
and employee, he qualified his state- 
ment, “I wish the higher wages to 
abide,” with this explicit eondition, 
“that the wage earner will give full 
return for the wage received.” A 
cheap politician would have limited 
his statement to the declaration that 
he wished the higher wake to abide. 
He ‘would thus have made his unquali- | 
fied bid for the labor vote. Bvery lab- 
orer must recognize the justness and 
the ‘econoniic soundness of Senator 
Harding’s qualifying clause and must 
respect him for his frankmess and 
courage in defining the obligation 
which the laborer assumes in return 
for the wage that is paid. 

Im another portion of his address, 
Senator Harding pointed out the dan- 
eer that faces the American people 
through the class government which 
the Wilson administration has sought 
to establish. Senator Harding said: 
“The menacing tendency of the pres- 
ent day fs not chargeable wholly to 
the unsettled and fevered conditions 
caused by the war.

Supplies of beet sugar in California 
will be plentiful this year—consider- 
ably larger than last. The new crop 
in the State will be about 35,000 tons 
greater than for 1919, according to 
government reports, which place 1920 
production at approximately 165,000 
tons, as compared with 130,000 tons in 
round numbers last season. 

Throughout the United States the 
forecast for beet sugar production is 
1,005,500 tons, as compared with the 
1919 yield at 726,500 tons. This, with 
the increased cane sugar acreage, will 
bring the production of both kinds up 
to 330,000 tons over last year,

beet crop in California issued by the 
State Co-operative Crop Reporting 
Service, which is conducted by Fed-

Substitute for 
Gasoline From 
Sugar By-Product 


CAPETOWN, Aug. 16.—In its search 
for an alternative motor fuel to pctro! 
the world has the demonstrated suc- 
cess of “Natalite’” to guid it in the 
right direction. “Natalite” (the name 
denotes its birthplace), is a bypro- 
‘duct of the Natal sugar idustry— 
which, incidentally, has heen able to 


supply thousands of households of 
South Africa with unlimited quantities 


of sugar throughout the war period at 
5d per pound, and si now only raising 
its price to 6d. It is a volatile spirit, 
obtained chiefly by distillation of the 
crushed sugar cane after-the sugar 
mills have finished robbing it of its 
sweet content; and it has been on the 
market as a motor fuel since the 
spring of 1918, when it rescued the 
motorists of Natal from a petrol fam- 
ine, 

The process has really nothing se- 
cret or remarkable about it, Much the 
some sort of power alcohol can be ob- 
tained from any vegetable growth. 

Maize stalks, for instance, are sug- 
gested as another promising raw ma- 
terial. But what makes Natalite es- 
pecially interesting is the fact that 
it has behind it today the accumulated 
experience of two years’ practical use, 
improvements have been made whchi, 
if they have not yet resulted in the 
perfect substitute for petrol, certainly
